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ARMISTICE SEASON OBSERVANCE 


Memorial Service Held Under the Auspices of Andover 
Post, 8, American Legion and its Auxiliary with 
Address by Rev. E. Victor Bigelow, D. D. 


That Armistice day should be dedicated 
to peace, was the opinion of both Dr. Claude 
M. Fuess and Rev. E. Victor Bigelow, the 
speakers who addressed the union meeting 
held in the Town hall Sunday evening under 
the auspices of Andover Post 8, American 
Legion. p 

Following his fear against war, Dr. 
Fuess presented the cause of the American 
Red Cross urging a generous response in the 
roll call which is now under bing No 
special appeal has been made for the Ver- 
mont flood disaster as the proceeds of the 
roll call are expected to take care of the 
emergency if each one does his part . Fifty 
cents of each dollar contribution is used for 
local philanthropic work supporting what 
has come to be a necessity, a public health 
nurse. s 

Dr. Bigelow opened his remarks by saying 
that the United States observed two holi- 
day’s, Patriot’s Day and the Fourth of July 
commemorating the starting of war, but 
that a Armistice Day, commemorating the 
stopping of war, was of great significance. 
Referring to the World war, he said that the 
party in the conflict which sought what it 
wanted by militarism had found war futile, 
but that the other party drawn into it by 
ideals of protection, with the desire to con- 
vert an enemy to helping create a condition 
of mutual regard and reciprocal service 
among nations had found it a success. 

The hope that men may achieve the things 
they desire without war, is sanctioned by the 
prophet’s words, “Come let us reason to- 
gether.” 

The other side of the problem was pre- 
sented in the thought expressed by President 
Lincoln in his second inaugural address, that 
war was the atonement to purge a nation of 
sin as the Civil War was the atonement for 
slavery. He also quoted Senator Borah who 
said that war should be made what murder is 
between individuals, but modifying this 
statement with the opinion that a war, such 
as the World war, was fought with the pur- 
pose of just punishment rather than a desire 
to kill. 

The speaker although confident that the 
time will come when men’s differences will 

be adjusted by means, other than war, yet 
concluded the statement that with “Those 
times and seasons are in the hands of Al- 
mighty God. 

Chaplain F. E. Cheever of the local post 
of the American Legion conducted the 
services. Seated on the platform with him 
were Rey. Alfred C. Church of the Free 
Christian church, Rey. Charles W. Henry of 
Christ church, Rev. C. Norman Bartlett of 
the Baptist church, Rev. E. Victor Bigelow 
of the South church, Dr. Claude M. Fuess, 
and Commander Mackenzie of the American 
Legion, all of whom had a part imthe service.

Annual Report of the Clerk, Nov. 14, 1927 


The work of the Andover Village Improve- 
ment Society has been carried on in the usual 
manner this past year, under its four com- 
mittees: the Park Committee, the Tree 
Committee, the Indian Ridge Committee and 
the Publicity Committee. All have func- 
tioned faithfully, helping to keep the 
appearance of our town up to its usual 
standard. 

The greatest thing accomplished however, 
has been the work at Indian Ridge. Back in 
1915 Indian Ridge Association and Andover 
Village Improvement Society were merged 
into one corporation under the title of The 
Andover Village Improvement Society. 
During that summer some cutting became 
necessary on the Ridge because of the 
destructive work of the borers and other 
pests. Since then each year has seen some 
improvement made in the clearing of walks, 
relaying of walls and removal of underbrush. 
But this year, realizing that many of the 

ines had reached full maturity, the Indian 

idge Committee consulted a specialist Mr. 
Elwood Wilson. He advised drastic cutting. 
A man from Concord Junction offered eight 
dollars per thousand feet, on the stump and 
the offer was accepted. He cut, making 

rompt payment amounting to twelve 
Fanared and twenty-six dollars. The 
twenty-three acres were then cleared of the 
undergrowth of maple, birch, ash and wild 
cherry, that the pine seedlings might have a 
chance at life. 

One noble pine was found to be one 
hundred and twenty years old and the 
average age was about eighty. It was found 
that many of the trees were rotting at the 
heart. This cutting was done in the spring 
and one is surprised to find that the under 
brush has grown eight feet high during the 
summer months. The Committee reports 
that occasional cutting of this undergrowth 
is all that will be necessary for some time and 
that we may rsa a fine pine grove

The Automobhile and Crime 


The following editorial appeared in 
the Tuesday, November 15 issue of the 
Boston Traveler. 

In Dorchester, Sunday, a car command- 
eered by a policeman to pursue a trio of 
fugitives ran down and killed a pedestrian. 
The driver of the commandeered car and the 

liceman were injured in a smash-up which 
ollowed. 

What right has a police officer to jump on 
the runningboard of your car and command 
you to exceed the speed limit, risking your 
property and life and the property and lives 
of others? 

We question whether he has any such 
right whatever. He doubtless thinks he has. 
He knows that an old law authorizes him to 
call upon civilians to help him make arrests. 
That old law has been stretched too far. If 
anything happens to the driver of a com- 
mandeered machine, or to the machine itself, 
the accommodating motorist has no redress. 
He has been breaking the law. 


Police should desist from this custom of 
ordering motorists to overtake persons in 
flight —a task for which the average driver 
has no special aptitude and one which, if he 
undertakes it, may cost him heavily. 

The law should make clear what are a 
policeman’s rights in this matter and what 
the citizen’s obligation.

This is of more than passing interest 
particularly to motorists, who are 
liable to encounter the same experience 
at any time.

Ifa 
driver of a car is willing to risk his life 
and property to assist in capturing a 
fugitive, he certainly should be per- 
mitted to do so. On the other hand, it 
seems unreasonable for a policeman to 
command a driver of a vehicle to give 
chase to a fleeing car. The ordinary 
driver is not proficient in driving at 
excessive rate of speed through heavy 
traffic. Many police officers take far 
too many privileges with private au- 
tomobiles. A private home is safe from 
unwarranted intrusion and an auto-

mobile, which is also personal property, 
should have some clearly defined rights. 

An article written by George W. 
Sutton, Jr., for the ‘American Motor- 
ist,” and reprinted in the November 12 
issue of “The Literary Digest’’ presents 
some interesting facts about motorized 
criminals and methods of combating 
them. Part of this article is reprinted 
here, showing how Chicago, noted for 
crime, has worked out a efficient system 
to keep pace with the times: 

Chicago police have accepted the chal- 
lenge of the motorized bandit and are fight- 
ing fire with fire, or rather automobile 
bandits with automobiles. Consider, first 
that Chicago covers an area of 200 square 
miles and embraces a population of over 
3,000,000 people. This Pict was stressed in 
an interview with John H. Alcock, Deputy 
Superintendent of Police of Chicago: 5 

“To protect the citizens in this vast terri- 
tory the city is divided into thirty-seven 
zones of various sizes, according to popula- 
tion, and to each of these zones in assigned 
a Cadillac touring-car, each manned by a 
commander and four officers on each eight- 
hour shift for the entire twenty-four hours. 
Each automobile is equipped with search- 
lights, two rifles or shotguns, tear bombs, 
and flare lights. These Cadillac autos tour 
the streets, investigating all alleged crimes 
and stopping and questioning all suspicious- 
looking persons or occupants of suspicious- 
looking vehicles. They keep constantly in 
touch with the district station to which they 
are assigned, calling over police lines every 
half hour, also reporting to the central head- 
quarters on each alternate thirty minutes. 
In this manner a zone squad can be reached 
about each minute and a half, so that in 
emergency, if there is any important or 
serious occurrence requiring police attention, 
two or more squads can be dispatched to 
assist the regular police of the district.” 

In addition to these zone cars with their 
squads of five men, the Chicago department 
now operates over two hundred Fords, an 
average of six to each district. Each of these 
cars is manned by two officers in uniform, 
trained in the care and driving of a Ford in 
the Police Automobile School. Each car is 
equip} with a gong, and with solid cushion 
tires instead of pneumatics as a precaution 
against bullets which might flatten a tire and 
put an end to pursuit. These Ford crews 
report over the telephone every twenty 
minutes. The territory in large districts, 
where only a small number of officers is 
available, is now covered thoroughly and 
frequently.

Board of Public Works Reply to M. C. E. 


To the Editor: 

_A communication in the Townsman of 
November 11th over the initials M. C. E. 
makes the inquiry — “if the Board of Public 
Works of this town has the authority to 
threaten to shut off the town water from a 
dwelling house, if the owner of that house 
does not pay the quarterly bill within a 
month after it issent out?” 

The Board of Public Works derives its 
authority from the voters of Andover, and 
each of its members are under oath to en- 
force that authority. The Board's authority 
extends to the carrying on the business of 
the town coming under the several depart- 
ments of which it is composed, and according 
to the laws, rules, and regulations as pre- 
scribed by the State and Town. As to the 
collection of water rates the town, in the 
early constructive period of its water system, 
adopted certain rules and regulations by 
which the business of the water department 
should be carried on, and the Board of 
Public Works has no alternative but to 
enforce them. The sending out of notices 
containing the rule or rules governing the 
collection of water rates ant the penalty 
or non-payment cannot be considered as a 
threat from the Board of Public Works, but 
rather a demand from the citizens of the 
town functioning through their agents, the 
Board of Public Works. If the Board of 
Public Works did not collect the town’s 
water bills, the members would be charged 
for dereliction of duty. If there were no 
penalty for non-payment of water bills, there 
would be a great many unpaid bills. As it 
is delinquents are not a few, and add no 
small expense in time, bookkeeping, sta- 
tionery, and stamps, and in some cases bad 
feeling on the part of the delinquent because 
they are reminded of their delinquency.

League of Women Voters Holds Opening 
Meeting 


“The National e Program in its Re- 
lation to State Legislation” was the theme 
chosen for discussion at a well attended 
meeting of the Andover League of Women 
Voters held Tuesday afternoon at the 
Phelps house. Mrs. Arthur Rotch, vice 
president of Massachusetts State on Sl 
who had been announced as the speaker, 
was prevented from attending by death in 
her family, and her place was taken by Mrs. 
Trueworthy White, state civic director. 

Mrs. White emphasized the duty of league 
members in supporting the measures of state 
legislation approved by the National League 
not only by intelligent study but by usi 
their influence with their congressmen an 
representatives. Special mention was made 
of the bill making women liable to jury ser- 
vice. Previous to granting the vote to women 
bills were tentatively passed fiving women in 
nearly all respects political equality with 
men. In the State of Massachusetts the 
remaining barriers have been removed with 
the exception of liability to jury service. 
Mrs. White believes that women should also 
accept this responsibility not for vain glory 
but for social service. In states where women 
have performed this service it has been found 
possible to accomplish this service without 
either loss of dignity or embarrasment. In 
this state men representing many of the 
privileged and intelligent class have been 
made exempt because of other duties and 
Mrs. White agrees with Chief Justice Taft 
that the ability to draw women as jurors 
would give such bodies a higher quality by 
increasing the available number of intelligent 
persons. If women wish to operate as full 
voting citizens, they should accept the re- 
sponsibility of this great citizenship service 
which a citizen owes to the state. 

The National League has after careful 
consideration adopted a standard of State 
legislation. Fortunately, in most respects, 
Massachusetts conforms to these standards. 
One which is threatened is the direct Primary 
and League members are asked to defend 
any attack upon it. Another subject recom- 
mended for serious study and consideration 
was the government development and con- 
trol of Muscle Shoals. 

At the business meeting presided over by 
Mrs. Horace H. Poynter, the report of the 
annual meeting was read by Mrs. Peter 
Cunningham. Mrs. Poynter spoke of the 
desire of the local League to support the 
State League and asked for contributing 
members at $5.00 a year. 

She also called attention to the next 
meeting to be held at the November club- 
house on the evening of November 29, when 
Judge Frederick P. Cabot, justice of the 
Boston ayes Court will be the speaker. 
This will be free to League members and the 
ree is invited on payment of an admission 
ee of fifty cents.

The following notice is reprinted from the 
Bellows Falls Times of November 10: 


William H. Lane died at the Rockingham 
hospital at 6:30 p.m.

Babson Park, Massachusetts, November 
18, 1927. Roger W. Babson in his weekly 
interview today discussed mining securities 
and the general mining situation. Mr. 
Babson calls attention to the fact that 
mining securities are about the only class of 
Securities that have not gone up. 


Importance of Mining Industry 

“When I was a young man, working on 
Wall Street, mining securities were ve 
active and a very popular investment. The 
majority of buying on the Boston Stock 
Exc e was on epee stocks alone, while 
silver, zinc, lead, and other mining securities 
followed a close second. Today mining 
securities are dead, while even coal securities 
and oil securities are comparatively inactive. 
The entire industry is in an unpopular era. 

ecause mining securities, however, are not 
popular at the present time is no reason why 
they should be neglected. Although I am 
not bullish on any stocks at the moment, yet 
if compelled to invest, I should take mining 
or oil stocks in preference to any others. 

“Because the mining industry is tempo- 
rarily under a cloud, we must not forget the 
magnitude of the mining industry. We 
think copper mining is dead in the United 
States and yet last year 1,739,622,004 pounds 
to a total value of $243,547,000 were pro- 
duced. In addition to this, lead to the value 
of $108,910,000, zinc to the value of $91,799,- 


$87,406,097 were produced. In a normal 
year, a total of about $1,402,920,000 in 
general metals is produced in the United 
States. In addition to this, we might include 
iron to the value of $923,649,113, coal to the 
value of $1,748,164,252 and oil to the value 
of $1,447,760,000. If Mexico, Alaska, and 
Canada were included, 
swelled considerably more. Canada es- 
pecially, is producing more mineral products 
every year and without doubt the mining 
industry has a very bright future in Canada. 


Statistical Position of Copper Improved 


“The current statistical position of copper 
metal, including production, stocks on hand, 
imports, total new supply shows an encour- 
aging situation. Overproduction has been 
the bane of the copper industry for the past 
two or three years. Now it appears that 
production is under control, to some extent, 
at least. Production in September 1927 in- 
dicated a drop of about 14,000,000 pounds 
compared with the same month last year. 
Since the first of the year there has been a 
reduction of monthly copper production 
amounting to around 20,000,000 pounds.

BOOST ANDOVER — LIVE IN ANDOVER 


BABSON SHOWS THAT MINING IS LOOKING 
UPWARD THOUGH NOT A POPULAR INVESTMENT 


The import situation is not out of hand, and 
while imports are still relatively heavy, they 
are not noticeably above last year’s levels. 
The demand for domestic consumption re- 
cently is somewhat smaller, running at an 
unusual rate now of around 1,690,000,000 
unds compared with a rate for 1926 of 
,800,000, pounds. 
“The most encouraging part of this situa- 
tion, however, is the lower surplus supply. 
the first of October, includ- 
ing all descriptions of copper were around 
666,000,000 Rese which was a reduction of 
over 90,000; ti from the high point 
in March of this year. This situation 
coupled with the lower supply abroad is 
distinctly encouraging. 


Coal Production Heavier 

“Official settlement of the coal strike in 
the Middle West has increased production so 
that it is now running over 10,500,000 tons 
weekly. Bituminous prices have weakened 
in accordance with larger output. Before 
the bituminous strike the operators had 
a yh 75,000,000 ton supply. About 

,000, tons of that is still available and 
with the resumption of production, there is 
for the time being a large over-su ply of soft 
coal. Many mines remain closed in view of 
the surplus coal which has been piled up. 
The anthracite situation is somewhat 
stronger although the mild weather this Fall 
caused some hesitation in consumer de- 
mand. Production, however, is not as great 
as last year. 

“The outlook for lead and zinc is affected 
considerably by the large stocks of these 
metals abroad: Consequently, domestic 
prices are low even in the face of recent re- 
duction in the rate of output. Profits in the 
lead and zinc mining industry for 1927 are 
now showing up well, but it is difficult to see 
how lead and zinc prices can decline very 
much further. Rather I would look for the 
next broad swing to be toward some _im- 
provement, 

“Petroleum production, which for a year 
or more has been far above normal, has in the 
course of the past two months shown sub- 
stantial decline. This is a very salutary de- 
velopment, because over-production has 
been the bane of the oil industry for some 
time. Stocks, both of crude petroleum and
